Claim 129 (previously presented) A method of treating a neoplasia selected from 
the group consisting of colorectal cancer, brain cancer, bone cancer, epithelial 
cell-derived neoplasia (epithelial carcinoma) such as basal cell carcinoma, 
adenocarcinoma, gastrointestinal cancer such as lip cancer, mouth cancer, 
esophogeal cancer, small bowel cancer and stomach cancer, colon cancer, liver 
cancer, bladder cancer, pancreas cancer, ovary cancer, cervical cancer, lung 
cancer, breast cancer and skin cancer, prostate cancer, and renal cell 
carcinoma, Barrett's esophagus, and familial adenomatous polyposis, fibrosis, 
said method comprising administering to the subject having or susceptible to 
such cancer, a therapeutically-effective amount of a compound of Claim 7.
